BUSY IN SEARCH OF AN ARGUMENT 
In offering as a serious argument for the retirement 
of Mr. Randall from congress the statement that he voted 
against adjournment of the house of representatives on 
Flag Day Mr. Bell and his supporters simply show how des¬ 
perate they are for a real issue. Apparently their idea of 
the proper expression of patriotism is for congress to lay 
off work for the day—while the rest of the country goes on 
working. One of the most popular grounds for criticism 
of congressional methods for years has been the tendency 
to adjourn on any and eveiy pretext. This puerile charge 
against Mr. Randall’s patriotism is not apt to carry much 
weight among Californians who have just been suffering 
from an overdose of holidays and interuptions to business.

PROTECTION—THEY CAN’T SEE IT! 

Los Angeles merchants are organizing for a big fight 
against business license ordinances in force in smaller towns 
throughout the county. They profess to find these local 
taxes an intolerable burden. They propose to fight all such 
ordinances and have them declared unconstitutional or some¬ 
thing equally obnoxious. They want the privilege of doing 
business anywhere in the county in free and untrammelled 
pursuit of profits. In other words they want free trade 
and it is a safe bet that every man of them is an ardent 
high tariff protectionist! Now some of these local oj-din- 
ances were enacted purely for revenue, but many of them 
were avowedly drawn to pi'otect the small town dealei s from 
the inroads of outsiders who pay no other iwenues to the 
local treasury and manage in one way or another to skim 
the cream off the business. Getting down to first principles, 
if the protective tariff is right, what is wrong with these 
local license ordinances? Those fellows ought to be willing 
to take their own medicine.

IMPOSING ARRAY OF FACTS ON DRY STATES 
The Los Angeles Tribune has recently pulilished four 
full pages of reports of independent investigations as to the 
effects of prohibition legislation in other states. Letters 
are printed from public officials, business and pi’ofessional 
men and others. With astonishing unanimity they say the 
adoption of “dry” legislation has brought better business 
conditions generally, reduced crime and police expenses, 
and increased efficiency among workers in all lines. Money 
that formery went for booze has been diverted to legitimate 
channels and property used by the liquor trade is usually 
converted to other purposes within a reasonable length of 
time. Instead of prevalent unemployment resulting from 
workers in the liquor trade being left jobless, improved con¬ 
ditions in other lines quickly absorb the surplus. Pro¬ 
hibitory laws applying to liquor are enforced as well as 
those prohibiting drug traffic, burglai y or any other crime.

AFRAID TO TRUST SUCH A MAN 
One of the keenest thinkers in Sieri-a Madre, a man 
whose opinions are sought after and respected, has the po¬ 
litical situation sized up about like this: 

“I had expected to vote for Mr. Hughes, but I don’t 
see how I can do it,” he said recently. “Here we have a 
president who has faced the most difficult problems since 
the Civil war. He has striven courageosly and conscien¬ 
tiously to meet the situation. Possibly he has made mis¬ 
takes. It is easier to look back and point out possibly better 
courses of action at given points than were followed. But 
in the light that was available at the time it must be admit¬ 
ted that he is deserving of some credit for doing as well as he 
did and not allowing the country to become involved in 
serious difficulties. Now comes Mr, Hughes, praised for his 
high character and judicial temperament. He has nothing 
but bitterest denunciation and abu.se for the president, not 
one word of credit for things accomplished and trouble 
avoided and not one definite constructive suggestion to offer 
as a subsitute. And I am afraid to trust a man like that. 
I said that to a banker friend who talks politics with every 
person giving opportunity and he said he had actually found 
hundreds of his fellow Republicans who expressed the same 
idea.”

HICHBORN’S PUBLIC SERVICE 
On the editorial desk is a copy of Franklin Hichborn’s 
“Story of the Legislature of 1915,” This is the fourth in 
a series of books that has played a large part in the re¬ 
generation of California politics. Mr. Hichborn has been 
giving in intelligible form the story of California legislative 
history so that voters may know how well they have been 
represented—or misrepresented. The.se books helped much 
to clean out the old railroad “push” that infested the state 
house and if Mr. Hichborn continues the good work they 
will do much toward making our legislatures really efficient. 
“If we have inefficient legislatures,” says Mr. Hichborn. “it 
is because the voters give too little attention to the matter 
of choosing their legislators.”

IN SPITE OF REGULATION, PERSECUTION, ETC 
According to the report of the State Railroad Commis¬ 
sion the past year was the best in the history of California 
public utilities, both in gross and net revenue.

If you have built a new house or factory dining the 
past year you are due foi- an unpleasant reminder of your 
enterprise when you get your tax bill this fall. The ownei' 
of that vacant lot next to your property is benefited by an 
increase in the value of his lot—hut his tax is not increased 
thereby. Oh no, he is rewarded for keeping his land idle 
while his neighbors improve theirs and population increases 
all around. After awhile he or his children will reap a fat 
profit from the enterprise of their neighbors. That .soi t 
of thing going on all over the country is making site taxers 
faster than any amount of propaganda. There seems to 
be little chance of the site tax amendment (which would 
put the tax burden on the people who hold land idle for 
speculation) being adopted this fall. But the chance .seems 
to be sufficient to merit a bittei- fight on the part of .some 
of the wealthy land speculators. “Verily, the lord giveth 
and the landlord taketh away.” Site tax system would go 
a long way toward reducing the cost of living by cutting 
down infiated land values or restoring the values to the 
public which created the values.
